The child, a boy weighing about seven pounds, showed traces of recent

and supported by a bandage. The treatment at first was strictly antiphlo¬ 
gistic, and half a gram of acetate of morphine was administered every day • bv 
degrees a more strengthen,ng regimen, bark. Sic. was substituted. The di* 
charge through the wound was moderate, and after three weeks it was com¬ 
pletely closed, on the 20th of July the patient might be considered as cured 
and the menstrual discharge returned eight weeks if ter the operation.
